Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1952, are presented in Exhibits C and D. As 
indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit D), a net overdraft 
of appropriations of $6,775.15, less a net revenue surplus of 
$1,379.28, resulted in a net budget deficit of $5,395.87.

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1952, made up in accordance with

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well 
as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expendi- 
tures verified. Book balances were verified by comparison 
with reconciled bank balances made from statements obtained 
from depository banks. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Indebtedness, Valuation and Taxes: 

Table I presents a ten year statement of Indebtedness, 
Valuation and Taxes, covering the fiscal years of 1942 to 1952, 
inclusive. It is noted that the Town started the period with a 
Surplus of $1,706.81 and ended it with a Net Debt of $117,- 
247.87. 


The assessed valuation of taxable property imereased by 
$473,000.00, or 39%, while the amount of the annual tax levy 
increased from $44,600.00 to $98,300.00, or 120%. The local 
tax rate increased from $3.52 to $5.72 per hundred, compared 
to an increase in the average tax rate for the State during this 
period of $3.23 to $4.52. 


It is noted that at the close of the fiscal year of 1942 there 
were uncollected and unredeemed taxes amounting to $4,- 
671.33, as compared to $14,983.05 on December 31, 1952, re- 
flecting an increase of 220%. 


Classification of Expenditures: 


The Selectmen’s book in which expenditures are recorded 
and classified serves the purpose of an appropriation ledger. 
Therefore, in order that the proper control may be exercised 
over appropriations, it is important that: 
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(1) Expenditures be charged to the proper appropriation 
accounts. 


(2) Entries be kept up to date. 


Order-Checks: 


It is recommended that the Treasurer countersign the 
Selectmen’s orders rather than issue separate checks as is 
now the practise. By adopting this procedure, the orders be- 
come negotiable checks which bear the same serial numbers 
as the vouchers. 


Tax Warrants: 

Before the tax warrant is committed to the Collector, 
the amount of the warrant, which is inserted therein, should 
be verified as being the correct total of all the individual taxes 
listed in the warrant book. 


Tax Collector: 


It is recommended that the Tax Collector adopt the use 
of the standard loose-leaf form of cash book, in which tax 
collections are segregated as to type of tax (property, poll, 
head and yield taxes) and year of levy. Provision is also 
made for the recording of redemptions from tax sales and 
interest in like manner. 

Remittances made to the Treasurer on account of redemp- 
tions from tax sales should be reported on the prescribed form 
and the interest collected after the sale indicated separately. 

The Collector’s report which is included in the printed 
town report should be made up in form similar to that recom- 
mended by this Division and should include a report of the 
tax sale account. 


Town Clerk: 


When issuing motor vehicle permits where a transfer is 
involved, the 50c¢ transfer fee should be collected in each case 
in addition to the actual amount which is due for the permit. 


Road Agent: 


The Road Agent should furnish a surety bond as required 
by law. 
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Long Term Note: 

It is noted that no appropriation was made in 1952 for 
the final payment of $1,986.20 on the fire truck note which 
matured and was paid in that year. 


Water Department: 

The statement of Water Department indebtedness (Ex- 
hibit P) indicates that the annual payments on principal and 
interest will amount to $6,500.00 to $7,000.00, in the next few 
years. To this amount should be added the annual operating 
cost of the department to determine the total requirements. 

It should then be ascertained that the annual revenue 
of the department, including hydrant rentals paid by the 
Town, is sufficient in amount to meet the total requirements. 
It is absolutely essential that income balance outgo if the 
department is to be operated on a self-supporting basis, in- 
eluding the liquidation of debt. 


Collector of Water Rents: 

It is recommended that the Collector of Water Rents 
adopt the use of a permanent form of cash receipts book in 
which collections should be recorded in detail. 


Conelusion: 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its essential 
features shall be published in the next annual town report. 
This letter of transmittal should be included in its entirety 
but the inclusion of Exhibits is optional. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Marlborough for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.

The Division of Municipal Accounting of the State Tax 
Commission conducted an audit of the accounts of the town 
in September of 1953. Their audit covered the year ending 
December 31, 1952 and the period of nine months ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1953.

In my report for the year ending December 31, 1949 I 
made a number of recommendations which were included in 
the printed town report.

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REPORT OF PLAYGROUND SUPERVISOR 


The Marlboro playground opened on July 5 and ran for 
a period of six weeks. There were 156 different children 
registered with an average attendance of about sixty at 
morning and afternoon sessions. 


Provision was made for games of badminton, horseshoes, 
ping pong, and basketball. There were also two softball 
teams and a series of games was played between them. Tables 
were available for games such as dominoes, checkers and 
other “quiet” games. Younger children were provided with 
coloring materials and toys for sandpile use.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


THE TEACHERS 


Public school education in a community is based upon a 
combination of many factors; some of minor importance, some 
very important, but all contributing toward the success of 
the total program. Of primary importance to the educational 
program is the selection and retention of good teachers. The 
selection of teachers in Marlboro is a responsibility shared by 
the school board, the principal and the superintendent. The 
retention of teachers is largely determined by the attitude of 
respect and friendliness shown by the community and the 
working conditions in the schools. Marlboro has been fortu- 
nate in obtaining good teachers and in retaining them. This 
school year opened with only one new full-time teacher and 
with most of the staff being with us for many years. 


BUILDING MAINTENANCE 


The program of repairs and improvements in the building 
has played a full share in keeping our teachers in the com- 
munity. Those parents who visited school during open house 
were surprised and pleased with the modern appearance of 
the halls and rooms, all of which have been recently painted. 
The new fluorescent lghts, new drinking fountains, toilets 
and water system have received high praise from state health 
and educational officials. Most satisfactory of all however, 
has been the new heating plant which keeps the rooms com- 
fortable even in the coldest weather. The fact that Marlboro 
has been able to bring its salaries up to near state level, has 
been of primary importance in attracting and keeping teachers. 


THE EDUCATION OF PUPILS 


The education of pupils is the primary concern of the 
public school system of a community. Such education should 
not only meet the broad educational needs of the pupils but 
should encourage them to remain in school through high school 
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graduation. The Marlboro schools have a higher than average 
attendance-through-graduation rate, as well as a higher than 
average attendance rate at higher institutions of learning 
after high school graduation. Several important factors con- 
tribute to this. First, a well-trained and efficient staff, which 
we have. Secondly, the advantage that the smaller school 
offers the teachers to become personally acquainted with the 
individual problems of their pupils; and thus able to help 
pupils meet and solve their personal and scholastic difficulties. 
Such guidance is invaluable,—and unknown, in the large 
school unit. Third, the location of the school within the 
community is desirable for two important reasons. First, at- 
tendanece and retention is highest in the local school unit. 
Secondly, local control of education is a well-established Amer- 
ical tradition and it is of utmost importance that parents of 
the community have a controlling voice,—and vote, in the 
operation and management of their schools. 


The education of Marlboro children from grades one 
through twelve will, with few exceptions, best be met within 
the local community. Since the per pupil cost of such edu- 
cation is no higher than the state average cost; there seems 
little justification for taking the education of Marlboro chil- 
dren from local citizens and giving it into the hands of 
strangers.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF MARLBORO 
SCHOOLS 


Dr. Charles L. Bowlby, Superintendent of Schools 
Marlboro, New Hampshire 


On the following pages you will find my annual report 
as Principal of the Marlboro Schools. This is my eleventh 
report and I submit it with some satisfaction as I take a 
few evaluative glances at the condition of our school and the 
progress of its graduates. The physical plant is in good 
condition, staff morale is high and our graduates do creditable 
work upon leaving here. 


PUPIL ENROLLMENT 


It has been customary to list the pupils in the junior 
high and high schools by grade and sex. This year I am 
listing September figures for both 1952 and 1953. I am also 
including figures for the six lower grades so probable en- 
rollment at any point in the next few years may be predicted 
with some degree of accuracy. The age-grade table is based 
on September figures and comments are added to bring it up 
to date. ;

Of the above, 6 have moved away and 8 others have 
enrolled making present total 190. From census figures it 
appears that next year’s first grade will be smaller than the 
present one. The September census shows that 28 pupils will 
be eligible for grade one next year. 


PROGRAM OF COURSES AND PHYSICAL PLANT 


No major changes have been made this year in the pro- 
gram of studies. Art, which all students have taken for the 
last two years is now elective in grades 11 and 12. The high 
school art program offers the pupils an opportunity to do a 
variety of work along related lines. Because full appreciation 
and understanding of so many phases of modern living is 
dependent on a minimum of art education we feel that the 
opportunity to gain this knowledge should be given to the 
pupils. 


An elective course in Public Speaking and Journalism 
is being offered for the first time this year and about ten high 
school pupils are taking it. Interest in the course is high and 
pupil growth is evident. Extensive use is made of recordings 
which are played back and the pupils thus strive to improve 
their style and method of delivery. 


Work in Home Economics and Shop is continuing and 
the courses appear to be meeting our needs in part at least. 
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Extension of this work to include one more unit in each area 
should be given some consideration. 


Our remedial reading program is one of the few in the 
state. Inability of some of our pupils to read is not a re- 
flection on the Marlboro schools unless it is also a reflection 
on schools on a nation-wide basis. It is one of the problems 
causing concern to all educators and at present, leading school 
systems are solving it in the same general way that we are. 
At this time about 30 pupils from all grades are receiving 
instruction. 


The installation of the new boiler has made the heating 
problem much simpler. The building has been very comfort- 
able and the maintenance of a more even temperature is an 
important health factor. An oil burner installed in the present 
boiler in the primary school and drawing its supply from the 
large tank should eliminate all concern for the temperature 
of that building. 


Continuation of the painting program and improving of 
the condition of the floors have brightened the interior of the 
building. The new fluorescent lights in grades 5 and 6 have 
also added to pupil comfort. All of these things are definitely 
morale builders for both pupils and staff members. 


PERSONNEL 

Only two changes have occurred in our regular staff since 
my last report. Mrs. Alice Hildreth resigned as teacher of 
foreign language and junior high subjects and was replaced 
by Mr. John McMahon. He is a graduate of Boston University 
and came to us well recommended. Mrs. Stella Eaton has 
succeeded Mrs. Rose Land who resigned as art supervisor. 
Mrs. Eaton is offering the pupils in the upper grades an 
opportunity to get a variety of experiences in that field and 
is giving pupils in the lower grades a good basic program. 


We still have a working agreement with Keene Teachers 
College and several very able student teachers have been with 
us. The contribution of this group of future teachers is val- 
uable to our program. 
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SCHOLARSHIP AND ATTENDANCE 

The comments which I have made in this section in other 
years still apply to our situation. Our pupils have ability 
that is average or above average as compared to national total 
school population. Most of them are using this ability and 
doing satisfactory work. The out-of-school study habits of 
a few high school pupils are very poor and some real ability 
is being wasted. This is parent responsibility but the fact 
remains that an injustice is being done the pupil. This is 
a hard condition to eliminate, however. 


Excuses are required when pupils return from absence 
and in most cases absences are legitimate, being due to illness 
or misfortunes at home. Here again, however, a limited num- 
ber of parents are willing to write questionable excuses and 
in the long run the pupil is the loser. We are doing all in our 
power to eliminate this condition. 


PEASE-DAVIS FUNDS 

Currently there are twenty-five graduates of Marlboro 
High School attending advanced training schools. Several 
of these receive aid annually from the income of the Pease 
and Davis Trust Funds. The total available for annual dis- 
tribution is slightly more than $900. This money is very help- 
ful and eases the burden on some pupils who might otherwise 
be unable to attend school. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 
The usual number of social and recreational functions 
have been sponsored by our classes. All of these activities 
are held under the supervision of class advisors. 


During the past school year we have organized a Student 
Council which has proved to be a worthwhile project. Mem- 
bers of the Council have worked faithfully in enriching our 
activity program. Several ideas originating with the pupils 
have been put into practice. One of the best services of the 
Council is running the library where some member is on duty 
each period. 
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The dramatic and musical units have been active and 
have made several public appearances including the annual 
play and a Christmas concert. Last spring nineteen choir 
robes were purchased for the chorus.. These were bought 
with funds left by three recent senior classes, funds from 
magazine sales and proceeds from a concert. Nine more have 
been ordered. Five of these are being given by the PTA, two 
by the Student Council and two are being secured with fur- 
ther concert proceeds. 


I feel that all of our special activities are well directed 
and provide valuable educational experience for our pupils. 


SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 


The newly constructed kitchen in the area formerly oc- 
eupied by the coal bin has been a big improvement over the 
old facilities. The consequent enlargement of table space 
makes much less congestion during the lunch period. Mrs. 
Doris Weston and Mrs. Irene Ward have continued to operate 
the program in a praiseworthy manner. 


I am including a few statistics concerning the 1952-53 
operation which I think may be of interest to the townspeople. 


Number of pupil lunches served—15,792. 
Average per day—94. 

Money collected from pupils—$4,137.25. 
Number of adult lunches served—1,234. 
Money collected from adult sales—$432.11. 
U.S.D.A. reimbursement—$947.52. 

Total income from program—$5,516.88. 
Total cost of program—$5,399.15. 


In addition to the financial reimbursement from U.S.D.A., 
several allotments of surplus food have been received. 


ATHLETICS 


Our athletic program is operated on a sound basis. The 
teams play to win but do not ignore the practice of good 
sportsmanship. Coaches attempt to have as many pupils as 
possible compete. 
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Last year’s boys’ basketball team competed in the Keene 
Teachers’ College Tournament for small schools and became 
champions for the second successive year. The championship 
came as a result of victories over Hancock, New Boston and 
Troy. 


The girls’ team enjoyed a successful season with a large 
number of girls participating. 


The 1953 baseball team had a record of 3 wins and 5 
losses. Lack of experienced pitching and the necessity of 
playing several games in a short period because of bad weath- 
er were factors in the loss of several games. 


Our 1953-54 basketball teams are again competing in the 
Class C Monadnock League. The boys are leading the league 
and appear to be headed for a championship. The girls are 
in the rebuilding process having lost several regulars by 
graduation. The teams are being coached by Mrs. Beverly 
Grodon and Herbert Silander. Jerome Rogers coaches base- 
ball and junior high athletics. 


CLASS OF 1953 


The Class of 1953 made a five day trip to Washington, 
D.C. and New York City during the April vacation. The group 
was chaperoned by Mr. and Mrs. Alden Beauregard. The 
trip was planned to be educational in nature as well as being 
an excursion. 


Four of the twenty-one members of the class are con- 
tinuing their education. They are at Becker Junior College, 
Plymouth Teachers College, Worcester Hospital, and Mary 
Hitchcock Memorial Hospital. 


Of the other graduates three are in the armed forces, 
twelve are gainfully employed, two are married and one is at 
home. Seven of the twelve employed are using skills acquired 
in high school.
